You see what follows; after you 
believe and accept the revelation 
given here, after you believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, 
then, as sure as night follows day, 
so surely do you have eternal life. 


Let me read a passage from the 
epistle that establishes that. ““Who- 
Soever believeth that Jesus is the 
Christ is born of God’’ (I John 5: 
1). The Gospel is not a ‘system of 
laws to be obeyed, but it is good 
- hews to be believed; it is God’s 
good news about His blessed Son. 
He has sent that good news into 
the world, and He calls on men to 
believe it; and the moment they 
do, they are born of God, The mo- 
ment they believe it, they have 
eternal life. 

It follows that there are a great 
many people who do believe that 
Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God, 
and yet they are not sure they 
_have eternal life; they are not ab- 
solutely certain that they are born. 
again, 

They Would Die for the Truth 


of the fact that Jesus is the Son 
of God, if we were living under 
such conditions that have prevailed 
at many other times in the Chris- 
tian centuries, when people were 
put to death if they did not deny 
the Name of Jesus. There are many 
people in Christendom who would 
RO. to the stake rather than deny 
at’ Jésus is the Son of God; and 
vot they are utterly witheut as- 
surance that their souls are saved. 
They hope thoy are saved; they 
hope they have eternal life; they 
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but are not certain, 


John wrote the Gospel that peo- 
ple “might believe that Jesus is. the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing they might have life 
through His Name.” He wrote his 
epistle for people who have already 
believed that Jesus is the Christ, 
-- but who do not have the assurance 
of salvation, and he says, “These 
things have I written unto you that 
__ believe.” He is not addressing peo- 

_ ple who are in difficulty about be- 
' lieving, but he says, “These things | 
have I written unto you that believe 
on the Name of the Son of God; 
that ye might know that ye have 
eternal life.” This makes it abso- 
lutely clear that it is the will of 
God that we who have believed in 
the Lord Jesus Christ should have 
positive assurance of our own sal- 
vation,

The Witness of God Is Greater’ 


God has borne testimony to a won- 
derful, a grand, a glorious fact, 
namely, that He has sent His only 
begotten Son into the world that 
you and I might live through Him; 
that He sent Him to be the propi- 
tiation for our sins, The greater 
part of the New Testament is taken 
up with this witness, with this tes- 
timony, with this record that God 
has given of Christ His Son, and 
He asks you to believe that record. 
If you believe the record of men 
in whom you have confidence, we 
would challenge you with the ques- 
tion, Do you have more confidence 
in frail fallible human testimony 
than you have in God’s immutable, 
infallible, divine testimony? Is it 
easier for you to believe that a 
neighbour is telling the truth than 
it is to believe that God is telling 
the truth? God-has been at great 
pains to give you the record of 
His Son. He has taken up one man 
after another, laid hold of them by 
the Holy Spirit, empowered them to 
present the testimony. He has giv- 
en us four wonderful records of 
the life, the death, and the resur- 
rection of His Blessed Son. We read 
elsewhere, “The testimony of two 
men is true’; and again, “In the 
mouth of two or. three witnesses 
Shall every word be established,”’ 
but here 


You Have Four Witnesses 


of the most reputable character, 
to the story of the birth, the life, 
the death, and the resurrection of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Then you have the wonderful 
} testimony of the spread of Chris- 
tianity through the world, the lives 
that were miraculously changed, 
as recorded in the Book of Acts; 
and in the epistolary portions of 
the New Testament, we have let- 
ters from men who. knew the say- 
ing power of the grace of God 
themselves, and bore definite wit- 
ness to the wonders that grace 
had wrought. All this is given to 
you as God’s own testimony, and 
He says to you, “Now treat Me and 
My testimony as fairly as s you treat 
man and his testimony.” “If we re- 
ceive the witness of men, the wit- 
ness of God is greater, for this is 
the witness of God which He hath 
witnessed concerning His Son.” 


Then he adds, “He that believ- 
eth on the Son of God hath the wit- 
ness in himself.” What does he 
mean by that? Does he mean that 
when I accept: this divine testi- 
mony, I immediately have a 
remarkable emotional experience 
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whereby I may know that I am a 
Christian; that I may know that I 
have passed from death unto life 
because of this emotional experi- 
ence which takes place within me? 
Not at all. Never once is the man 
who is seeking the assurance of 
salvation told to look within in or- 
der to obtain that assurance; nev- 
er once is he thrown back upon any 
emotional experience; never once is 
he told to consider his feeling. 


How frequently when we present 
the Way of Life to people, and ask 
them if they will trust the Lord, 
they say, “Yes, I believe I can trust 
Him.” Then we ask, ‘‘Can you ac- 
cept the record that God gives you 
eternal life ?’’ And they look at you 
in a dazed way and say, 


“Tl Don't Feel Very Different” 


Your feelings have nothing to do 
with it whatever. - 


I can say to the glory of God 
that forty-two years ago, as just 
a lad, I knelt one night before God 
in my own little room in Los An- 


geles, confessed myself a sinner, 
turned to God’s holy Word, read 
the testimony God had given con- 
cerning His Son in Romans 3 and 
John 3, and I told the Lord I would 
believe His testimony. I read that 
“God so loved the world that He 
gave His only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in Him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life,” and I remember saying to 
the Lord, “Now Lord, Thou hast 
said it, and I believe it; Thou hast 


said that whosoever believeth in the 


Lord Jesus Christ has everlasting 
life. I do believe in, i I take

Thee at Thy word, and thank Thee’ 
for giving me everlasting life.” 
Then, I can remember as though 
it were yesterday, I stopped quietly 
before God; I ceased praying and 
expected to have a sudden rush of 
feeling, a most intense emotional 
experience, but-it did not come, so 
I said, “I think I must have been 
mistaken; I will have to go over it 
all again,’ and then I read; “He 
that believeth on Him is not con- 
demned but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he 
hath not believed on the Name of 
the only begotten Son of God.” 

I saw that there were 


Two Classes of People 


— he that believeth, and he that 
believeth not; I saw that there were 
two results, “he that believeth in 
Him is not condemned; he that be- 
lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed’on the 
Name of the only begotten Son of 
God.” I remember facing that 
Scripture and saying to myself, 
“Two classes and I certainly must 
belong to one or the other. To 
which class do I belong?’ And I 
looked up into the face of God and 
said, ‘Thou knowest.I belong to 
the first class; I do believe on the 
Son of God.” Very well, “He that 
believeth on Him is not con- 
demned.” So I said, “Blessed Lord, 
I take Thee at Thy word, I am not 
condemned. Thou hast said it, and 
I believe it,” and again I looked for 
some emotionai experience and it 
did not come. But I said, ‘‘Never 
mind, I have God’s Word for it, 
and I believe it.” 


I thanked Him, rose from my 
knees, and took down a little sign 
I had over my bed. I had been 
troubled for a long time about my 
soul, and somebody had given me a 
tract that read like this:

“If I DIE TONIGHT I WILL

BECAUSE I HAVE........ HAVE

A preacher had asked me if I 
would fill that out honestly, and I 
did; and hung it over the head of 
my bed. I had filled it in like this, 
“If I die tonight, I will spend Eter- 
nity in Hel] because I have not be- 
lieved in the Name of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as my personal Saviour.” 
I had signed my name, and put it 
over the head of my bed, but that 
night I went over to the bed and 
pulled that down, put it in the 
waste basket, and said, ‘Thank 
God, that is over, for God says, ‘He 
that believeth on Him is not con- 
demned.,’ ” 


That was forty-two years ago. 
Let me tell you something more; 
in forty-two years, I have never 
felt saved; but for forty-two years 
I have felt happy to know that I 
am saved. I am not saved by my 
feeling, but I feel so good to know 
that I am saved, and I know it be- 
cause God has said I am. Do you 
see the difference? Suppose that 
night I had had a wonderful rush 
of feeling. I would have said, “My 
I feel so good, I know now I am a 
Christian.” Then, maybe, the next 
morning I might have gotten up 
with a dark-brown taste in my 
mouth and a headache, and I would 
have said. “I guess it is all a mis- 
take, I feel so miserable I do not 
believe Iam saved at all.” Feelings 
have nothing to do with it. 


Two Pictures in Egypt 


Go back in memory with me to 

Egypt. Gdd said to the Israelites. 
“Take a lamb, slay it, and pour.the 
blood in a basin. Take a bunch of 
hyssop, dip it in the blood, and 
sprinkle the blood upon the lintel 
and the doorposts of the houses 


tonight: I am. going through the 
land of. Egypt: visiting judgment 
upon the firstborn, but when I see 
the blood, I will pass oyer you.” 
What»-was it that secured the safe- 
ty of the Israelites? They knew it 
was the blood on the lintel and the 
door-posts. What was it that gave 
them the assurance of their safety ? 
It was the Word of the living God. . 


Here is an Israelite and he slays 
the lamb, pours the blood in the 
basin, He has his family around 
him reverently watching as he car- 
ries out the divine regulations. Now 
he puts the hyssop in the blood and 
sprinkles it upon the lintel and the 
door-posts and then he says, “I 
want you all to go inside.” “But, 
father,” one might say, “is there

tament. In that you will never find 
our English word, “believe,’’ but 
you will find the word ‘‘lippen.’” 
For instance, John 3:16 reads, “‘For

that ilka ane wha lippens till Him 
sudna dee, but hae life for aye.” 
What does that word mean, the 
word “lippen’? It just means to 
trust your whole weight on a thing, 
trust it implicitly. 

A Scotch minister was visiting a 
poor woman who was in great dis- 
tress about her soul. She just could 
not seem to understand. By and by 
he left her, and on his way back 
to the manse he was troubled to 
think he had not been able to help 
her. He came to a bridge over a 
burn in front of the house, which 
he started to cross, going step by 
step yery carefully with his buck- 
thorn cane. An old Scotch woman 
called out, “Why Doctor Man, can 
ye no lippen the brig?” He laughed 
and waved his hand, and said to 
himself, ‘I have the word for my 
auld lady.” So he went back to the 
cottage. She openéd the door and 
said, ‘‘O Doctor, you’ve come back 
again?”

“What is it, Doctor?”

Let me say that, if you will 
just case yourself in simple faith 
on the testimony God has given 
you, you may rejoice in the knowl- 
edge of life eternal and forgiveness 
of sins. Trust Christ Jesus and His 
finished work upon the Cross. Do 
not call God’s integrity in question 
by doubting the record He has giv- 
en.

How George Muller |Soul Food 


Learned _of 


Eternal Security 


In the blessed book, George Mul- 
ler of Bristol, by Dr. A. T. Pierson, 
we learn how George Muller was 
led into the light of salvation and 
keeping wholly by grace, and the 
eternal safety of God’s born-a gain 
ones. On page 387 Dr. Pierson gives 
us George Muller’s words about 
how he learned this blessed truth at 
Teigmouth in 1829. 


“Before this period I had been 
much opposed to the doctrine of 
election, particular redemption, and 
final persevering grace; so much 
so that, a few days after my ar- 
rival at Tiegmouth I called election 
a devilish doctrine. I did not believe 
that I had brought myself to the 
Lord, for that was too manifestly 
false; but yet I held, that I might 
have resisted finally. And further, 
I knew nothing about the choice of 
God’s people, and did not believe 
that the child of God, when once 
made so, was safe for ever. In my 
fleshly mind I had repeatedly said, 
If once I could prove that I am a 
child of God for ever, I might go 
back into the world for a year or 
two, and then return to the Lord, 
and at last be saved. But now I 
was brought to examine these pre- 
cious truths by the word of God. 
Being made willing to have no glo- 
ry of my own in the conversion of 
sinners, but to consider myself 
merely as an instrument; and being 
made willing to receive what the 
Scriptures said; I went to the Word, 
reading the New Testament from 
the beginning, with a particular 
reference to these truths. To my 
great astonishment I found that the 
passages which speak decidedly for 
election and persevering grace were 
about four times as many as those 
‘which speak apparently against 
these truths; and even those few, 
shortly after, when I had examined 
and understood them, served to con- 
firm me in the above doctrine. As 
to the effect which my belief in 
these doctrines had on me, I am 
constrained to state, for God’s glo- 
ry, that though I am still exceed- 
ingly weak, and by no means so 
dead to the lusts of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, as I might and as I ought to 
be, yet, by the grace of God, I have 
walked more closely with Him since 
that period. My life has not been 
so variable, and I may say that I 
have lived much more for God than 
before. And for this I have been 
strengthened by the Lord, in a 
great measure, through the instru- 
mentality of these truths. For in 
the time of temptation. I have been 
repeatedly led to say: Should I 
thus sin? I should only bring mis- 
ery into my soul for a time, and dis- 
honour God; for, being a son of God 
for ever, I should have to be 
brought back again, though it 
might be in the way of severe 
chastisement. Thus, I say, the elect- 
ing love of God in Christ (when I 
have been able to realize it) has 
often been the means of producing 
holiness, instead of leading me into 
sin. It is only the notional appre- 
hension of such truths, the want of 
having them in the heart, whilst 
they are in the head, which is dan- 
gerous.”’

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By George Muller 


It has pleased the Lord to teach 
me a truth, the benefit of which I 
have not lost for more than four- 
teen years, The point is this: I 
saw more clearly than ever that 
the first great and primary busi- 
ness to which I ought to attend 
every day was, to have my soul 
happy in the Lord. The first thing 
to be concerned about was not how 
much I might serve the Lord; but 
how I might get my soul into a 
happy state, and how my inner 
man might be nourished. For I 
might seek to set the truth before 
the unconverted, I might seek to 
benefit believers, I might seek to 
relieve the distressed, I might in 
other ways seek to behave myself 
as it becomes a child of God in 
this world; and yet, not being hap- 
py in the Lord, and not being nour- 
ished and strengthened in my inner 
man day by day, all this might not 
be attended to in the right spirit. 
Before this time my practice had 
been, at least for ten years pre- 
viously, as a habitual thing, to give 
myself to prayer after having 
dressed myself in the morning. 
Now I saw that the most impor- 
tant thing I had to do was to give 
myself to the reading of the Word 
of God, and to meditate on it, that 
thus my heart might be comforted, 
encouraged, warmed, reproved, in- 
structed; and that thus, by means 
of the Word of God, whilst medi- 
tating on it, my heart might be 
brought into experimental commu- 
nion with the Lord. 


I began therefore to meditate on 
the New Testament from the be- 
ginning, early in the morning. The 
first thing I did, after having asked 
in a few words the Lord’s blessing 
upon His precious Word, was to 
begin to meditate on the Word of 
God, searching as it were into ev- 


ery verse to get a blessing out of 


it, not for the sake of the public 
ministry of the Word, not for the 
sake of preaching on what I had 
meditated upon, but for obtaining 
food for my own soul. 


. The result I have found to be 
almost invariably this, that after a 
very few minutes my soul has been 
led to confession, or to thanksgiv- 
ing, or to intercession, or to sup- 
plication; so that, though I did not, 
as it were, give myself to prayer, 
but to meditation, yet it turned al- 
most immediately more or less into 
prayer. When thus I have been for 
awhile making confession or inter- 
cession or supplication, or have 
given thanks, I go on to the next 
words or verse; turning all, as I 
go on, into prayer for myself or 
others, as the Word may lead to 
it, but still continually keeping be- 
fore me that food for my own soul 
is the object of my meditation. 


The difference, then, between my 
former practice and my present one 
is this: Formerly when I rose, I 
began to pray as soon as possible, 
and generally spent all my time 
till breakfast in prayer, or almost 
all the time. At all events I almost 
invariably began with prayer, ex- 
cept when I felt my soul:to be more 
than usually barren, in which case 
I read the Word of God for food, or 
for refreshment, or for a revival 
and renewal of my inner man, be- 
fore I gave myself to prayer. But 
what was the result? I often spent 
a quarter of an hour, or half an 
hour, or even an hour, on my knees 
before being conscious to myself of 
having derived comfort, encourage- 
ment, humbling of soul, etc., and 
often, after having suffered much 
from wandering of mind for the 
first ten minutes, or a quarter of 
an hour, or even half an hour, I 
only then began really to pray. 

I scarcely ever suffer now in this 
way. For my heart being nourished 
by the truth, being brought into 
experimental fellowship with God, 
I speak to my Father and to my 
Friend (vile though I am, and un- 
worthy of it) about the things that 
He has brought before me in His 
precious Word, It often now as- 
tonishes me that I did not sooner 
see this point.

from Ahab, who caused the children 
of Israel to go into utter and abom- 
inable idolatry. Before this king 
appears Elijah with the quiet’ and 
convincing word that God had re- 
vealed unto him, there should not 
be rain nor dew in all the land but 
according to his word. 


That might appear to us at the 
outset as being a kind of spiritual 
arrogance on the part of this man 
from the land of Gilead. We can 
imagine Elijah with his camel’s 
hair cloak and leather girdle, ac- 
customed as he was to the heat and 
the privations of the wilderness, 
standing before the king in his 
royal garb, and giving to him these 
words. However, we do have the 
truth of God that the Almighty 
spake in times past unto the fa- 
thers by his prophets. The people 
of Israel like those of all the earth 
had turned away from the true 
God, who raised up individuals call- 
ing after the people of the earth, 


“Why should ye die?” 


The Decision of Discipleship 

Now we come to the immediate 
application of this story to our own 
lives. Undoubtedly the spiritual 
condition of Israel was apparent to 
Elijah: Therefore it. might seem 
reasonable to us that he might 
think, inasmuch as God has called 
me first of all to give this word of 
warning and admonition to the 
king, hereafter possibly He will ask 
of me a ministry among the people 
to turn their hearts back unto God. 
God’s ways, however, are past find- 
ing out. They are as different from 
ours as heaven is high above the 
earth. The word which came to 
Elijah after he had spoken to Ahab 
was one which might appear very 
peculiar to us, for God said to him 
in verse 3: “Get thee hence, and 
turn eastward and hide thyself, by 
the brook Cherith, that is before 
Jordan.” Herein was the decision, 
it seems to me, of discipleship on the 
part of Elijah. There was a great 
need to be met, no question about 
that. As far as we can understand 
in the story, there was no one else 
to meet that need. Nevertheless,

private ministry. 

Therein, I say, is involved What 
I would describe to,you as a de- 
cision, possibly the decision, of dis- 
cipleship, For we read in the story, 
at verse 5: ‘“‘So he went and did ac- 


cording unto the word of the Lord.’’. 


In order to be a disciple of our 
Lord (we are speaking now in New 
Testament language), there must 
be on the part of the individual 
believer a moment of decision 
when for him the supreme matter is 
of following his Lord irrespective 
of circumstances or results. Some- 
times that can be very dramatic 
in the life of the individual, very 
graphic; sometimes less so, I grant 
you. Nevertheless, unless there 
comes into the life a weighing of 
values, a sifting of the lasting from 
the ephemeral, we never come to 


a decision. There is on the part of 


mind and of heart an understand- 
ing; and the choice is that this 
way is my way, this way may seem 
best to me, this way has every 
prospect perchance; the other way 
is God’s way. His plan may seem 
attractive or unattractive, it may 
seem dark rather than light, loss 
rather than gain, nevertheless there 
we choose. Irrespective of the re- 
sults, we leave with God to work 
in His way. Thereafter every choice 
of life should be marked by a will- 
ingness to do the will of God. I 
think the Psalmist expressed it 
very admirably in that long Psalm 
we read through so carelessly 
sometimes, the 119th Psalm; in 
verse 112, we read this: “I have 
inclined my heart always to obey 


thee.” Now to do thy will. I like © q 


that expression. It implies that the 
seat of affection has been tipped 
over unto God’s side and that what- 
ever may be the choice, large or 
small, trivial or fundamental, that 
choice of the heart is determined 
by the tipping or inclination of the 
heart toward God.

ourselves out of these circum- 
stances; and we desire to avoid the 
discipline of discipleship.

When 
he went away, they gave them- 
selves to idolatry. God gave to Mos- 
es a-choice and said, “Very well, I 
will destroy these people from off 
the earth and make of thee a new 
nation.”

ticate the history of the Bible. Not 
a single well-proven fact of history 
discounts the Word of God. It is 
historically accurate. 


The Bible has been proven by 
the fulfilment of hundreds of 
prophecies.

the wicked; but that the wicked 
turn from his way and live.’”’ God 
does not want people to go to Hell! 
God does not want people lost! God 
does not mean harm to you, but 
good. He does not mean to take 
away your pleasures and make you 
miserable, but instead He wants to 
make you happy. So II Peter 3:9 
tells us that He is “not willing that 
any should perish, but that ail 
should come to repentance.” Christ 
came to save, not to condemn! 


Ill. He Came for Sinners, Not

to call the righteous, but sinners to 
repentance” (Luke 5:32). When I 
was a boy people sometimes told 
me, “John, if you will be a good 
boy, Jesus will love you, and you 
will go to Heaven when you die.”

His story of the lost sheep and the 
shepherd who left the ninety and 
nine away out in the wilderness 
and went after the lost one until 
he found it. He illustrated it by the 
story of a woman who had ten 
pieces of silver and lost one, and 
she lighted a candle and swept the 
house and searched diligently until 
she found it. He illustrated it by 
the story of the poor, prodigal, lost 
boy who ran away from home, 
wasted his money with harlots, be- 
came a bum, ate with the hogs, and 
then came home to his father and 
was welcomed with tears of joy, 
with kisses of forgiveness, with 
hew garments, a ring, and shoes 
and the fatted calf! 


A woman said to me some time 
ago as I dealt very plainly with her 
about her need for salvation, “Why, 
I’m a good woman!” And I replied 
to her ,““Then you may go on to Hell. 
Jesus didn’t die for good people, 
but for sinners. God has no offer 
of salvation in the whole Bible to 
people who are good.” 

“Peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die,’”’ says 
Romans 5:7, “But God commend- 
eth his love toward us, in that, 
while we were yet sinners, Christ 
died for us.” If you are a sinner, 
then Christ died for you. If you 


want to be saved, you can be, if 
you are a sinner. | 


IV. Then Come as a Sinner Today! 


And Paul added in this precious 
verse, “‘This-is a faithful saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners: OF WHOM I AM 
CHIEF.” Paul frankly said, “I am 
the chief of sinners.’ We do not 
know that Paul ever got drunk, 
ever committed adultery; but in his 
proud heart he saw all the wicked- 
ness of sin and frankly confessed 
it. Since Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners, Paul 
hastens to say in effect, ‘Lord, save 
me then, for I am the very chief 
of sinners.’ So you today, dear sin- 
ner, can say, “Lord, if you died for 
sinners, then I am a candidate for 
that kind of salvation. I am @ Sin- 
ner.” ° 


Two people went up to the tem- 
ple to pray one day, Jesus said in 
Luke 18:9-14. One was a Pharisee, 
a nice, self-righteous, praying, mor- 
al, church-going Pharisee. He 
robbed nobody, killed nobody, hat- 
ed nobody. He was not an adulter- 
er, not dishonest, he said. He told 
God that he was better than other 
people. But he went down to his 
house a poor, lost sinner; and-no 
doubt he died and went to Hell! 
But at the same time a publican 
(a crooked tax collector) came to 
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the temple to pray. He knew he 
was a sinner. He didn’t sit on the 
front seat. He didn’t act as usher, 
nor as an official of the church. He 
didn’t sing in the choir. He stood 
afar off and bowed his head and 
smote upon his breast saying, “God, 
be merciful to mea sinner’ (Luke 
18:18). And Jesus said that that 
man went down to his house justi- 
fied rather than the other. He was 
saved, because he admitted he was 
a poor, vile sinner and looked to 
Christ for mercy and salvation. 


My friends, will you, too, con- 
fess that you are a sinner and 
trust Christ for salvation today? 
If you will, you can have peace and 
forgiveness. Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners, That in- 
cludes you. Will you trust Him to- 
day? Believe this faithful saying! 
Christ died for you. Trust Him 
today for forgiveness and. salva- 
tion. Never a poor, lost sinner ever 
came to Jesus and was rejected or 
refused. He has said, “Come now, 
and let us reason together saith 
the Lord: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow; though they be red like crim- 
son, they shall be as wool.” (Isa. 
1:18), Christ came in the world to 
save sinners; and if you will con- 
fess you are a sinner and turn to 
Christ with a penitent heart for 
forgiveness, He will save you to- 
day!
